On Stockpiling Morale 


Sufferers of chronic diseases 
of many kinds, diabetes for one, 
may well take heed of the latest 
warning of the American Dia­ 
betic Association and keep on 
hand a two - months supply of 
any special medicines they re- 
qirre to maintain their health. 
This latest policy statement 
by the ADA Committee on Em­ 
ergency Medical Care updates 
the original recommendation^ of 
1951 to meet nuclear warfare 
conditions as they may now be 
anticipated and to outline m eas­ 
ures that should be integrated 
into the over - all civil defense 
plans. 
Those taking insulin or oral 
antidiabetir drug- are advised 
to lay in a two - months supply 
of material for testing blood su­ 
gar, syringes and needles and 
sterilizing equipment, as well as 
the drug. Those who may be 
caught in a disaster away from 
home should maintain a simil­ 
ar supply at their places of work 
and all -hould take these mat­ 
erials with them if directed to a 
community shelter. 
Although Food and Drug Ad­ 
m inistration regulations require 
that insulin should be kept un­ 
der 
refrigeration, 
the 
ADA 
i*oints out that it will keep for a 
long tim e under ordinary condi­ 
tions 
and 
in 
an 
em ergency 
should not be discarded on ex­ 
piration date. Orinase and oth­ 
er drugs that can be token by 
mouth are much less perishable 
than insulin, but these, general­ 
ly can only be taken by dia­ 
betics who have m ilder oa-es. 
The ADA directive notes that 
w'hile 
the 
average 
diabetic 
keeps a three - weeks supply on 
hand, drug m anufacturers cur­ 
rently have adeouate reserves of 
insulin and there is an estim at­ 
ed 60 to 90 days, supply in the 
hands of wholesa’ers and retail­ 
ers.

also suggest® 
4hat. since diabetics m ust ad­ 
here to a diet, they also lay 
in a two - months supply of 
special foods specified by their 
physician. 
If and when the chins are down 
and the test for survival comes, 
there wil] h i death and suffer­ 
ing enough that will be una\*oid- 
able. M orale and victory ill be 
served by all - the sick and the 
wTell - who best Prepare against 
needless casualt;es. 


The Sickness of 
Socialized Medicine 
Writing in The Freeman mag­ 
azine. John Chamberlain tells 
of “The Sickness of Socialized 
Medicine.” 
His article is based on a book 
by Helmut Schoeck. a profes­ 
sor of sociology at Emory Uni­ 
versity in Georgia. Dr. Schoeck 
examined and reported on the 
experience with government - 
provided medical care ih a len­ 
gthy list of nations. Mr. Cam­ 
ber lain writes- “The testimony 
of Dr. Srhoeck’s many experts 
i® that it is the general ten­ 
dency of 
‘government 
medi­ 
cine’ to inflate the cost of medi­ 
cal service without adding any­ 
thing of value to the general le­ 
vel of health. It may seem like 
the humanitarian thing to do to 
make medical service a “free 
good’, like parks or streets or 
the water from the public drink­ 
ing fountain at the corner But 
actually everybody loses under 
most public health programs. 
“The reason, if we look at 
the 
experience 
of 
England. 
France, Germ any. Sweden, Aus­ 
tria. and New Zealand, is that 
people do not value what they 


presume they 
getting for 
nothing. What results from pub­ 
lic medicine ie a big over - 
consumption of trivialities, with 
doctors it the’r wits’ er.d to 
find time to spend on serious 
matters.” 
In his extended review, Mr. 
Chamberlain cites chapter and 
verse from the countries con­ 
cerned to support this conclu­ 
sion. What it amounts to fa 
that when people 
think they 
have 
something 
coming 
to 
them “for noth!ng”they go af­ 
ter it. aside from any question 
of real need. So doctors art 
swamped with patients with ima­ 
ginary ailments. There is not 
enough time or energy left to 
care properly for those w-ho art 
really ill. And the public health 
becomes the sufferer.

On Stockpiling Morale 


Sufferers of chronic diseases 
of m any kinds, diabetes for one, 
may well take heed of the latest 
warning of the American D ia­ 
betic Association and keep on 
hand a two - months supply of 
any special medicines they re- 
qu;re to m aintain their health. 
This latest policy statem ent 
b\ the ADA Committee on E m ­ 
ergency Medical Care updates 
the original recommendations of 
1951 to m eet nuclear w arfare 
conditions as they may now be 
anticipated and to outline m eas­ 
ures that should be integrated 
into the over - all civil defence 
plans. 
Those taking Insulin or oral 
antidiabetic drug- are advised 
to lay in a two - months supply 
of m aterial for testing blood su­ 
gar, syringes and needles and 
sterilizing equipment, as well as 
the drug. Those wiio mav be 
cau ght in a disaster away from 
home should maintain a sim il­ 
ar supply at their places of work 
and all should take these m at­ 
erials w ith them if directed to a 
com m unity shelter. 
Although Food and Drug Ad­ 
m inistration regulations require 
that insulin should be kept un­ 
der 
refrigeration, 
the 
ADA 
jioints out that it will keep for a 
long t'm e under ordinary condi­ 
tions 
and 
in 
an 
em ergency 
should not be discarded on ex­ 
piration date. Orinase and oth­ 
er d rug- thai can be ♦aken by 
mouth a re much less perishably 
than insulin, but these, general­ 
ly can only be taken by dia­ 
betics who have milder ca-es. 
The ADA directive notes that 
while 
the 
average 
diabetic 
keeps a three - weeks supply on 
hand, drug m anufacturers cur­ 
rently have adequate reserves of 
insulin and there is an estim at­ 
ed 60 to 90 days, supply in the 
hands of wholesalers and retail­ 
ers.

^tatm ent 
also suggests 
that. since diabetics m ust ad­ 
here to a diet. ‘hey also lay 
in a two - months supply of 
special foods specified by their 
physician. 
If and when the chins are down 
and the test for survival com es, 
there will b i death and suffer­ 
ing enough that will be unavoid­ 
able. M orale and victory ill be 
served by all - the sick and the 
well - woo best nrepare against 
needless casualt'es. 


The Sickness of 
Socialized Medicine 
Writing in The Freem an m ag­ 
azine. John Chamberlain tells 
of "The Sickness of Socialized 
Medicine.” 
His article is based on a book 
by Helmut Schoeck, a profes­ 
sor of sociology at Em ory Uni­ 
versity in Georgia. Dr. Schoeck 
examined and retorted on the 
experience with government - 
provided medical care in a len­ 
gthy list of nations. Mr. Cam­ 
ber! ain writes- “The testim ony 
of Dr Srhoeck’s m any experts 
i* that it is the general ten­ 
dency of 
'governm ent 
medi­ 
cine’ to inflate the cost of m edi­ 
cal service without adding any­ 
thing of value to the general le­ 
vel of health. It m av seem like 
the humanitarian thing to do to 
m ake medical service a "free 
good’, like parks or streets or 
the water from the public drink­ 
ing fountain at the corner. But 
actually everybody loses under 
m od public health program s. 
"The reason, if we look at 
the 
experience 
of 
England. 
France, Germany, Sweden, Aus­ 
tria. and New Zealand, is that 
people do not value what they 


presum e they 
getting for 
nothing. What result: from pub­ 
lic medicine is a big over - 
consumption of trivialities, with 
doctor- at thew w it;’ end to 
find tim e to spend on serious 
m atters.” 
In his extended review, Mr. 
Cham berlain cites chapter and 
verse from the countries con­ 
cerned to support this conclu­ 
sion.

ter it. aside from any question 
of real need. So doctor* 
are
